We  respectfully  submit  to  the  citizens  of  this  town  a  report  of  the 
doings  of  the  Board  of  School  Visitors,  and  Joint  Board  of  Visitors  and 
Selectmen  for  the  year  ending  July  14,  1900. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  held  June  19,  1900,  L.  C.  Spring 
was  elected  Chairman  and  F.  J.  Jewett,  Secretary  for  the  year  ensuing,  and 
the  same  were  elected  Acting  School  Visitors.  At  the  same  meeting  the 
Joint  Board  made  the  following  appropriations  to  the  several  districts,  subject 
to  chancre  after  the  October  town  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  ACTING  SCHOOL  VISITORS. 


The  efficient  management  of  country  schools  is  becoming  more  and  more 
a  difficult  problem.  To  procure  teachers  of  accepted  and  satisfactory  qualifi- 
cations who  will  consent  to  teach  in  the  back  country  districts  is  now  almost  an 
impossibility.  If  the  residents  of  those  districts  continue  to  insist  on  main- 
taining their  schools  in  their  present  location,  so  isolated  in  many  instances  as 
to  be  positively  lonesome,  and  neglect  to  provide  any  attractive  features  for 
the  teachers,  I  know  of  no  other  solution  of  the  problem  but  to  accept  those 
who  offer  their  services  and  are  willing  to  go  into  those  districts  to  teach,  ask- 
ing few  questions  as  to  their  qualifications,  and  trying  to  be  satisfied  with  the 
work  done.  Few  tried  and  able  teacher  will  accept  such  schools,  with  the  low 
wages  and  social  deprivations.  Whenever  we  have  secured  satisfactory  teach- 
ers for  these  schools  it  has  almost  always  been  home  talent,  in  which  case  low 
wages  and  a  lack  of  social  privileges  are  not  so  much  felt.  But  we  cannot  ex- 
pect to  find  home  talent  all  the  time  that  will  be  acceptable.  Our  board  has 
been  criticised  severely  many  times  for  granting  certificates  to  certain  ones  to 
teach  in  these  schools  because  of  the  unsuccessful  work  done,  and  we  confess 
to  being  at  loggerheads  sometimes  because  we  eannot  provide  such  teachers  as 
we  know  the  schools  need,  and  we  hesitate  about  refusing  a  certificate  because 
of  the  extreme  difficulty  of  procuring  a  satisfactory  teacher..  Our  increasing 
rate  of  taxation,  because  of  our  increasing  town  expenses  and  diminishing 
grand  list  on  the  one  side,  and  the  acknowledged  necessity  of  giving  every 
child  at  least  a  good  common  school  education  on  the  other,  places  us  in  some- 
thing of  a  dilemma.  We  must  either  be  contented  with  a  low  standard  of  ed- 
ucational accomplishment  or  we  must  consolidate  in  such  a  manner  as  to  make 
thorough  grading  possible,  thus  providing  the  best  possible  facilities  for  every 
child  to  obtain  a  good  common  school  education,  and  assuring  a  more  econom- 
ical expenditure  of  the  money  appropriated.  I  have  been  expecting  that  the 
General  Assembly  would  pass  a  law  that  all  teachers  must  hold  state  certifi- 
cates. If  this  is  done  I  believe  the  increased  wages  we  should  have  to  pay 
teachers  would  make  the  cost  of  maintaining  our  schools  under  our  present 
district  system  as  great  as  if  we  adopted  consolidation  of  districts.  The  laws 
passed  by  the  Legislature  in  recent  years  have  seemed  to  encourage  the  coun- 
try towns  to  adopt  all  the  modern  ideas  and  methods,  without  forcing  them 
upon  us  by  compulsory  legislation  such  as  the  consolidation  and  grading  of  our 
schools,  the  duplicating  of  money  raised  either  by  the  town  or  districts  for 
libraries,  apparatus  and  supplimentary  work  of  all  kinds.     I  should  prefer  to 
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see  the  towns  adopt  these  improvements  voluntarily,  than  to  have  them  com- 
pelled to  by  compulsory  laws.  It  would  demonstrate  our  intelligence  and  ap- 
preciation of  the  spirit  of  the  times  in  the  direction  of  education  in  its  widest 
extent.  Our  town  stands  above  the  average  in  the  county  in  the  registration 
of  its  school  children,  and  in  the  average  attendance,  showing  that  the  teach- 
ers and  school  officers  exert  themselves  to  overcome  tardiness  and  delinquency. 
I  regret  that  the  parents  do  not  show  more  interest  by  visiting  the  schools  and 
ascertaining  for  themselves  what  is  needed  to  make  them  better.  I  attribute 
the  weakness  of  public  sentiment  in  the  direction  of  modern  improvements 
largely  to  this  delinquency  on  the  part  of  the  parents  and  citizens.  Let  us  one 
and  all  increase  our  interest  in  the  common  schools  and  earnestly  seek  the 
right  solution  of  this  difficult  problem. 

The  five  schools  assigned  me  to  visit  the  past  year  were  in  most  cases 
found  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  considering  that  there  was  a  lack  of  those 
things  that  help  the  teacher  and  suppliment  her  efforts  in  the  direction  of  .ef- 
fective and  lasting  benefits.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  most  of  our  schools  do 
not  possess  these  helps,  except  as  they  are  provided  by  the  teacher  or  through 
her  exertions.  They  can  be  procured  so  easily  and  cheaply  that  it  amounts  to 
positive  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  town  or  districts  that  they  are  not  furnished 
in  abundance. 

In  No.  6  the  school  has  been  kept  orderly  and  steadily  doing  good  work. 
Miss  Elsie  Messenger  has  succeeded  in  subduing  what  was  once  very  nearly  an 
insubordinate  school.  The  scholarship  is  somewhat  backward,  owing  to  inat- 
tentive habits  in  the  past,  but  the  outlook  is  more  hopeful. 

No.  8  is  in  good  condition.  Miss  Smith,  of  Westfield,  Mass.,  is  fully  up 
to  the  modern  methods  and  is  following  a  course  that  will  have  a  lasting  im- 
pression for  good  in  the  mind  of  every  child. 

No.  9  was  found  in  excellent  condition.  Miss  Chloe  Holcomb  is  a  teacher 
of  experience  and  is  satisfied  with  nothing  short  of  a  steady  substantial  pro- 
gress. The  attendance  here  was  exceptionally  good,  the  register  showing  a 
high  percentage. 

No.  10,  it  is  needless  to  remark,  is  one  of  our  best  schools.  Miss  Amelia 
Godard  has  devoted  all  her  energies  for  the  good  of  this  school,  and  with  her 
large  experience  and  her  correct  ideas  of  teaching,  no  one  can  doubt  that  her 
efforts  will  be  of  permanent  good.  The  school  shows  it  now  in  its  high  per- 
centage of  attendance  and  excellent  scholarship. 

No.  11  has  not  enjoyed  its  usual  prosperity  the  past  year;  it  began  all 
right,  but  other  and  outside  matters,  as  well  as  a  change  of  teachers  during  the 
year,  had  the  effect  of  disturbing  the  usual  good  work.  Miss  Ida  Lee  suc- 
ceeded in  raising  funds  with  which  she  renovated  and  beautified  the  school- 
room and  purchased  some  books  for  the  school.  Miss  Genie  Reman  had  the 
spring  term  and  did  as  well  as  she  could  with  the  small  number  present. 

The  schoolrooms  of  Nos.  8,  9,  10  and  11    present  a  neat  and  attractive 
appearance,  the  teachers  and  scholars  exerting  themselves  in  that  direction.

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To  the  School  Visitors  and  Citizens  of  Granby: 

I  submit  a  brief  statement  of  the  condition  of  six  schools  alloted  to  my 
charge .  , 

Under  the  district  system  we  cannot  expect  a  number  one  teacher  secured 
for  every  term,  as  often  committees  are  appointed  who  are  not  particularly  in- 
terested in  the  best  welfare  of  the  school  and  will  give  no  extra  trouble  in  their 
selection,  though  some  are  very  anxious  that  the  best  shall  be  had  for  the 
money  we  can  pay  them.  Consequently  we  have  some  trained  teachers  and 
some  Normal  graduates  who  are  doing  very  satisfactory  work  and  striving  to 
elevate  the  standard  of  the  school.  We  trust  that  we  will  have  more  of  this 
latter  kind  in  the  future. 

School  in  No.  1  began  the  fall  term  with  a  more  promising  year  than  was 
realized  all  through.  Miss  Hattie  Hayes  took  the  higher  room  and  Miss  May 
Messenger  took  the  lower  room.  Miss  Hayes  taught  nine  weeks  when  she  was 
taken  with  typhoid  fever,  which  closed  her  school  work  until  the  opening  of 
the  spring  term,  when  she  again  resumed  her  work  and  closed  a  very  success- 
ful spring  term.  During  her  absence  Miss  Messenger  of  the  lower  room 
taught  in  the  higher,  and  Miss  Lucy  Clark  took  Miss  Messenger's  place  in  the 
lower  room  and  gave  good  satisfaction.  A  small  portion  of  the  pupils  in  the 
higher  room,  by  their  actions,  seemed  to  say  that  good  discipline  and  the  best 
results  shall  not  be  claimed  in  this  room  during  Miss  Hayes'  absence,  and  they 
succeeded  fairly  well.  Miss  Messenger  returned  to  the  lower  room  for  the 
spring  term,  and  at  the  close  the  two  rooms  united  in  an  entertainment  given 
at  the  hall  which  gave  much  credit  to  the  teachers  and  pupils  in  both  rooms. 
A  majority  of  the  pupils  of  the  higher  room  received  honorary  diplomas  as 
evidence  of  the  high  grade  of  their  work. 

Miss  Minnie  Messenger,  of  Southington,  taught  her  second  year  in  district 
No.  2.  The  school  made  rapid  improvement  both  among  the  older  and  young- 
er pupils.  All  seemed  easily  governed,  and  the  general  discipline  is  very  sat- 
isfactory along  all  lines  of  the  work. 

School  in  district  No.  3  taught  by  Miss  Jennie  Filley,  and  No.  5,  fall  and 
winter  terms,  taught  by  Miss  Elsie  White,  and  spring  term  by  Miss  Gertie 
Clark,  are  classed  alike,  both  being  small  schools  and  receiving  the  same  money. 
The  teaching  in  both  has  been  more  after  the  modern  idea  and  a  good  work 
has  been  accomplished  on  a  little  money.  As  the  two  schools  are  increasing  in 
number  the  good  work  the  past  year  should  be  encouraged  by  allowing  them  a 
little  more  money. 

Miss  Mary  C.  Galligan  of  New  Haven,  and  a  graduate  of  the  New  Haven 
Normal  school,  taught  in  district  No.  4.  She  began  with  ideas  that  were  com- 
paratively new  to  the  children,  and  which  seemed  foreign  to  many  parents  and 
very  objectionable  to  a  few.  She  was  consulted  regarding  some  of  her  meth- 
ods and  explained  clearly  the  object  of  them.  She  very  readily  heeded  a  little 
advice  and  changed  a  trifle  in  the  appearance  of  her  methods,  but  aiming  at 
the  same  results,  and  accomplisped  the  best.     I  am  at  the  conclusion  that  had 
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no  criticism  been  offered,  and  Miss  Galligan  acted  fully  according  to  her  own 
ideas  through  the  year,  that  at  that  time  we  all  could  look  back  over  the  year's 
work  and  conclude  as  we  now  can,  that  no  one  year  has  shown  a  more  thorough 
advancement.

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Report  of  the  Health  Officer* 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  Granby: 

In  accordance  with  the  statutes  made  and  provided,  I  submit  to  your 
honorable  attention  my  report  for  the  year  ending  September  1. 

Amid  the  innumerable  grand  features  of  Granby,  there  is  one,  noticeably 
prominent,  so  conspicuous  is  it  that  comments  are  expressed  from  every  cardi- 
nal point,  that  feature  is,  Granby's  healthfulness. 

This  circumstance  is  attributable  to  a  considerable  extent,  from  the  sit 
uation  and  in  no  slight  degree  to  the  intelligence  of  the  citizens  of  the  town. 
They  seem  to  be  imbued  with  the  same  spirit  which  actuates  every  individual 
who  has  the  heart's  unselfish  interest  in  the  welfare  of  kindred  beings,  who 
appreciate  the  ever  commanding  facts  of  the  dependence  of  the  members  of 
the  human  family  one  with  another — one  who  is  never  unmindful  of  that  great 
truth — "  That  whatsoever  conduces  to  the  individual  happiness  will  transpire 
to  the  good  of  all,  indirectly  if  not  directly." 

Our  people  are  ever  anxiously  willing  to  render  any  assistance  possible 
for  the  amelioration  of  all  conditions  detrimental  to  the  common  weal.  There 
seems  to  be  no  opposition,  or  antagonism  offered  or  implied  regarding  the  wise 
law  enacted  several  years  ago,  whereby  the  supervision,  as  far  as  that  which 
pertains  to  health  is  concerned,  was  given  to  a  county  health  officer,  who  in 
turn  appointed  in  each  town  one  skilled  in  medical  science,  who  might  exer- 
cise his  prerogative  by  virtue  of  such  appointment,  to  the  best  advantage  for 
the  inhabitants  of  the  town. 

Since  the  health  officer  was  appointed  for  Granby,  not  one  instance  can 
be  recalled  where  the  slightest  objection  was  offered  to  the  efforts  put  forth  by 
that  officer  in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  but  he  has  in  a  number  of  instan- 
ces been  materially  aided  in  the  accomplishment  of  those  acts  which  seemed 
at  the  time  to  be  incumbent  upon  him.  When  one  does  his  duty  conscien- 
tiously it  becomes  a  source  of  personal  gratification,  and  when  appreciated, 
such  duties  become  doubly  pleasant. 

During  the  year  many  cases  of  measels  were  found  scattered  throughout 
the  town.  The  disease,  however,  was  not  prevalent  enough  to  be  considered 
an  epidemic,  properly  it  would  be  termed  an  endemic.  It  was  ascertained 
upon  investigation  that  these  cases  were  contracted  from  one  source.  A  per- 
son coming  from  an  adjoining  town  was  sick  in  transit,  and  that  individual 
spread  the  disease,  this  was  done  before  the  health  officer  was  aware  of  the 
fact  by  official  notice,  and  of  course  proper  precautions  were  not  taken,  for  if 
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such  had  been  the  case  undoubtedly  the  trouble  would  not  have  manifested 
itself  in  a  way  which  eventually  transpired  in  the  death  of  at  least  one  little 
one,  the  idol  of  a  home,  the  pet  of  the  mother,  and  joy  of  a  father.  Some  of 
the  friends  who  cared  for  the  out  of  town  patient  were  informed  that  the  con- 
tagion arising  from  measels  was  not  communicated  through  the  medium  of 
the  clothes,  and  therefore  no  particular  care  was  exercised  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease.  The  people  did  not  seem  to  realize  the  error,  and  as  a 
result  of  that  mistake  many  cases  were  the  outcome  of  this  one.  Exanthema- 
tous  diseases  are  always  contagious,  and  the  poison  is  easily  carried  from  one 
to  another  by  articles  of  clothing.  Throughout  the  year  no  other  specific 
diseases  have  been  observed,  consequently,  with  the  exception  of  the  fear  of 
measels,  our  people  have  been  free  from  any  contagion,  and  certainly  this  fact 
is  sufficient  to  be  considered  a  blessing. 

Consumption,  a  disease  considered  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  as  a  com- 
municatable  one,  and  that  body  has  deemed  it  proper  to  request  the  health  de- 
partment to  require  the  enforcements  of  certain  rules  in  order  to  prevent  any 
infection,  and  in  Granby  efforts  would  be  strenously  enforced  to  repress  any 
danger  arising  from  this  malady,  if  it  were  evident  that  there  existed  any  dis- 
ease of  this  character,  or  any  likelyhood  of  its  future  development.  The 
wonderful  bracing  and  invigorating  atmosphere  surrounding  these  ivy-clad 
mountains  or  whistles  through  the  lofty  chestnut  forests  carries  health  instead 
of  disease  in  its  embrace,  therefore  the  danger  of  consumption  is  reduced  to 
infinitesimalism. 

In  regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  school  houses  not  an  uncom- 
plimentary word  can  be  offered.  In  this  respect  they  compare  very  favorably 
with  the  school  houses  in  other  towns  of  the  same  number  of  inhabitants,  and 
in  a  few  cases  it  is  fair  to  consider  our  schools  in  better  condition  than  can  be 
found  in  larger  towns.  In  most  of  our  districts  the  school  buildings  are  in  a 
fair  state  of  repair,  and  unquestionably  are  very  comfortable  for  its  inmates, 
still  there  are  several  districts  in  town  in  which  the  school  houses  are  sadly 
dilapitated,  and  certainly  not  comfortable  for  the  pupil.  This  condition  ought 
not  to  exist,  as  the  scholars  have  a  right  to  demand  proper  care  for  themselves, 
as  the  law  requires  them  to  attend  school,  and  under  these  circumstances  it  is 
reasonable  to  be  mindful  of  our  duty.  Concerning  this  special  matter  the 
Acting  School  Visitors  are  entirely  efficient,  and  will  guard  with  interest  and 
care  the  well-being  of  the  pupils. 

There  has  been  several  complaints  addressed  to  this  office  of  the  existence 
of  nuisances,  and  upon  investigation  it  proved  that  a  technical  violation  of  law 
was  an  actuality,  but  a  mere  suggestion  conveyed  to  the  minds  of  those^  who 
were  careless  in  the  matter,  seemed  to  have  been  entirely  sufficient  to  act  as  an 
incentive  to  make  all  haste  to  remove  the  trouble.  This  would  indicate  that 
the  existence  of  nuisenees  are  almost  never  due  to  any  malicious  indiffer- 
ence, or  a  desire  to  be  willful,  but  contributable  to  carelessness.  Never  can 
we  pay  ex<  essive  attention  to  these  matters,  trifling  though  they  may  seem  to 
be,  yet  hazardous  in  the  extreme  to  comfort  if  not  to  life,  if  allowed  to  accumu- 
late in  excess. 
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We  have  no  public  means  for  the  removal  of  garbage  or  of  sewage  matter, 
and  it  would  seem  as  if  there  was  no  necessity  for  such,  as  no  occasion  has 
come  to  the  knowledge  of  any  one  that  an  accumulation  of  garbage  or  sewage 
was  in  evidence.  Each  householder  has  ever  been  anxious  to  remove  such,  in 
his  own  way,  either  by  destroying  it  by  fire  or  burying  it. 

As  far  as  the  ice  supply  is  concerned,  not  a  suggestion  of  danger  has 
ever  been  made,  for  it  is  practically  impossible  to  consider  this  subject  as 
being  in  any  way  a  source  of  apprehension.  The  ice  is  removed  from  Cran- 
berry Pond,  the  most  of  it  at  any  rate,  a  body  of  pure  crystal-like  water 
entirely  surrounded  by  a  dense  forest,  except  at  the  extreme  southern  term- 
inus, where  is  situated  a  grist-mill,  and  from  where  the  ice  is  taken.  This 
pond  is  fed  by  springs  arising  afar  up  in  the  hills  where  no  polution  exists  or 
was  ever  known  to  exist.  There  are  several  private  ponds  which  supply  ice 
to  the  owners  thereof,  and  in  there  no  contamination  was  ever  discoverable. 

In  regard  to  the  water  supply,  it  is  only  necessary  to  reiterate  the  fact 
that  Gran  by  has  an  enviable  reputation.  Our  people  can  well  feel  proud,  and 
they  do,  to  have  within  the  confines  of  this  town  the  very  best  and  purest 
water  obtainable.  No  bacteria  or  microbes  find  lodgement  in  the  rapid 
running  crystal  streams  flowing  down  the  mountain  sides  conveying  it  to  the 
little  village  reservoirs,  thence  to  be  distributed  to  the  people  through  a 
system  of  public  water  mains. 

Hoping,  sirs,  that  this  brief  account  of  the  several  topics  contemplated 
will  elicit  sufficient  information  to  be  entirely  satisfactory.  Mean  while,  I
